Henry Rex and Leo Mullinx. bro- 
thers-in-law, of St. Paul, that they 
had been kidnapped into an automo- 
bile, taken out into the country, and 
beaten on the night of their jyrival 
here to take jobs in the shops. 


They said that they were beset by 


seven men, after Wells and Weissen- 
berger had met them while doing 
picket duty on the railroad platform, 
and led them off to talk over the 
strike. 
They., were positive in their 


identificatioir of Wells and Weissen- 
berger, one of them asserting that 
Wells had hit him in the face with 
the butt of a pistol. 
However, the 


two local men were able to establish 
alibis with the testimony of Patrol- 
man Henry Schroeder, proving that 
they had left Grand Crossing station 
before the time fixed by Rex and 
Mullinx as the hour of the kidnap- 
ping and assault.

USTRALIAN labor, aware of the futility of 


usual strike methods in fighting reduc- 


tion? of wages during the current depression, 
c'ecides to call a "strike on the job." For every 
reduction in wages production is to be reduced 
proportionately. A thirty per cent cut means 
thirty per cent less production. 


One can sympathize with the reluctance 


of the Australian workers to accept reductions 
in wages. But it is hard to approve the plan 
they have adopted to meet it. 
Not on 
the 


grounds of abstract justice, perhaps. 
It 
is, 


from the worker's viewpoint, not so different 
from the employer's expectation of increased 
production when he raises wages, which is a 
familiar phenomenon. But it is an economic 
fallacy. 
It will hurt labor more than it will 


help, in the long run. 


Money wages mean little. It is what the 


pay envelope will buy. not what is in it. that 
count?. The less production there is, the less 
there is to go around and the less money will 
1 uy. 
Meeting wage reductions by 
slacking 


production will merely make the men's situa- 
tion worse. It will increase the cost of every- 
thing they have to buy with the reduced wages. 
Real wealth, whether for employers or 
em- 


ployes, comes only from production. The more 
there is produced, the more all can have. It is 
true even though the division of the product is 
inequitable and some get more than they earn 
under present social and economic conditions. 


The "strike on the job" is an 
I. W. W. 


idea. It is the near-cousin to that disreputable 
feline "the sab-cat.'' 
And like most of 
the 


twisted notions of that crimson, reckless bro- 
therhood, it is a boomerang to the 
working 


men. American labor, saner and better led, is 
fortunate in its safety from the false allure of 
the Wabbly gang and their crack-brained pi- 
lot?. 
For the logical result of their policies, 


St-e Ilussia. 


in the coming election. The wabblies aren't 
really for them, Wabblies are "possibilists." 
The possibilist is a radical who does that which 
he deems possible, making haste slowly by get- 
ting one foot ahead of the other. He will vote
